McCawley Prohibition Law to 
Be Technically in Force 
in Missouri, 


Although the eighteenth amend- 
ment will have been officially re- 
pealed by about 2 o’clock tomorrow 
afternoon, it won’t mean anything 
in’ Missouri, as the McCawley bone 
dry law is still on the statute 
books. 

Some small hotels and some res- 
taurants probably will sell liquor 
openly but they will merely be 
functioning as speakeasies. 

The large hotels, which had 
planned to sell openly tomorrow 
night, have decided not to do so. 
Most of them have their stock on 
hand. Some had been selling quiet- 
ly to selected customers, but their 
legislative representatives warned 
them this was injuring their cause 
with the Missouri Legislature 
where the liquor question is in a 
snarl. Hotel and restaurant proprie- 
tors are asking for the exclusive 
right to sell liquor by the drink in 
Missouri. 

St. Louisans who want to stay 
within the law. will have to cross 
the river to Illinois in order to 
drink. Illinois has no liquor con- 
trol law yet, but there is no State 
prohibition there. For those who 
are not so particular, there are 
dozens of speakeasies throughout 


the price can buy a drink or a 
pint. 

A large quantity of wines and 
liquors has been shipped to ware- 
houses here for sale when the State 


law permits.

Overrules Chicagoan’s Plea 
That Offense Charged Is 
Not Extraditable—Justice 
Butler Dissents.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 


Barber) Factor of Chicago for trial 
on a charge of participating in an 


$8,000,000 swindle, was approved to- 
day by the Supreme Court. 


The Court . upheld the action of 
the Seventh Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals directing extradition. 

Factor fought extradition on the 
ground that the offense charged— 
that of having received money 
knowing it was fraudulently ob- 
tained—was not a crime under the 
laws of Illinois and therefore not 
extraditable under the treaty with 
+Great Britain. 

At the request of the British Gov- 
ernment Factor was taken into cus- 
tody in Chicago and held for extra- 
dition on a charge that he was a 
fugitive from justice. He was 
charged with having received from 
the Broad Street Press, Ltd., 458,500 
pound sterling, knowing it had been 
fradulently obtained. 
The Seventh Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals declared the evidence dis- 
closed that Factor, under various 
aliases, was the central figure’ in 
operating a scheme under which 
$8,000,000 had been fraudulently ob- 
tained from the British public, and 
that Factor had received, much. of 
it before coming to Illinois.

Justice Stone delivered the deci- 
sion of the Court which asserted the 
crime with which Factor was 
charged was “an extraditable of- 
fense.” 
Judge Butler dissented, protesting 
that under the ruling of the major- 
ity a citizen of this country could 
be sent to a foreign country for 
trial for an act which did not trans- 
gress any law. of this country, Fed- 
eral or state. 

The Court overruled Factor’s con- 
tention that the Dawes-Simon trea- 
ty was not now in force-and did not 
name as a treaty offense the re 
ceiving of money knowing it to 
have been fraudulently obtained. 
The Court held the tréaty in- 
cludes among: the offenses for 
which extradition may be demand- 
ed “receiving any money, valuable 
security or other property, know- 
ing the same to have been stolen 
or unlawfully obtained.” 
Extradition treaties “are to be 
liberally, not strictly, construed,” 
the Court said. 

Justices Brandeis and Roberts 
joined in the dissent, which de- 
clared acts of Factor charged 
against him by Great Britain were 
not criminal in Illinois and _ that 
England had so conceded. 

Justice Stone made it plain the 
majority interpreted the extradition 
treaty as not limited to offenses 
made criminal in both the country 
demanding extradition and the place 
where the, person wanted may be 
found.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The ap- 
plication of Canon William Sheafe 
Chase, superintendent of the In- 
ternafional Reform Federation, for 
an order restraining Acting Secre- 
tary of State Phillips from pro 
claiming the repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment tomorrow was 
heard in the District of Columbia 
Supreme Court today. 
Decision will be given tomorrow 
by Justice F. Dickinson Letts. Ar- 
gument was heard today. 
. District Attorney Leo A. Rover 
argued the petitioners had not suf- 
ficient legal interest to bring the ac- 
tion, that they had another and 
complete remedy at law, that the 
Secretary of State was not exceed- 
ing his jurisdiction, but was about 
to perform a mandatory act, and 
‘that the proclamation does not af- 
fect the validity of the amendment, 
Two State Suits Cited. 
Counsel for the reform leaders 
contended that unless the restrain- 
ing writ were issued, suits insti- 
tuted in Vermont and Pennsylvania 
contesting the validity of the states’ 
action would be ended by the proc 
lamation. 
The ratification in various states 
was attacked as unconstitutfonal by 
counsel for Canon Chase, who said 
the amendment could not be ratified 
by popular referendum and ine« 
structed delegates.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4. — The 
Central Republic Bank and Trust 
Co. of Chicago, is in technical de- 
fault on its $90,000,000 loan from 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, it was learned today. 

The bank has repaid about one- 
third of the loan, which became due 
on Dec. 23, 1932.. The bank now’ 
owes $62,157,596.85, including $1, 
839,192.14 in interest accrued, over- 
due and unpaid. 

- ‘This was the loan negotiated June 
23, 1932, 16 days after former Vice- 
President Charles G. Dawes re- 
signed as president of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation to 
become chairman of the board of 
the Central Republic Bank. 


The present status of the loan 
has been investigated by the Sen- 
ate Banking and Currency Commit- 
tee. It learned that the unpaid bal- 
ance is fully protected by collater- 
al, having a face value of $91,633,- 
679.91, but considerably less actual 
value. 


“Thoroughly Satisfted.” 

The RFC was reported as being 
“thoroughly satisfied” with the 
present status of the loan.. One 
Government official explained the 

_ default was “purely technical” and 
induced solely by the corporation’s 
decision to refuse a renewal in or- 
der to take more complete control 
of the bank’s affairs. 

The Central Republic Bank is in 
process of liquidation. When Dawes 
realized that. the publicity given the 
-Government loan and other difficul- 
ties made the future progress of 
the bank dubious, he segregated the 
Central Republic assets and liabili- 
ties and formed a new bank, the 
City National Bank, which he now 
heads. The City National carries 
none of the Government obligaticn. 
The repayment of the loan depends 
on the “work out” of the Central 
Republic Co. Harley Clarke, prom- 
inent in the Senate inquiry into Fox 
film litigation, headed the Central 
Republic Bank and is now an exe- 
cutive of City National. 

Government authorities carefully 
explained that former Vice-Presi- 
dent Dawes was not involved in the 
loan, although he headed the Cen- 
tral Republic at the time it was ne- 

' gotiated. They said no other Chi- 

i cago bank was connected with it. 

Loan Not Renewed. 

The Senate inquiry disclosed the 
loan originally was for $90,000,000, 
although when made in June, 1932, 
it was reliably reported to be $80,- 
000,000, 

“The loan matured Dec. 23, 1932,” 
said an R. F. C. report to the Sen- 
ate investigators. “It has not been 
renewed.” 

The R. F. C. also reported it was 
seeking to reduce the salaries of all 
officers and employes in the bank. 
It offered to slash interest rates, 
retroactively and for the future, if 
the bank executives acceded. 

“The bank has not turnished a 
schedule and agreement relating to 
the compensétion of its officers, 
directors and employes,” it report- 
ed. “If such a schedule and agree- 
ment, satisfactory to the corpora- 
tion, were furnished, the interest 
rate from July 1 through Sept. 30 
would be 4% per cent and from 
Nov. 1, 1933, 4 per cent per annum. 
The amount accrued and unpaid to 
Nov. 6, 1933, would be $1,696,420.35.” 

Loan Caused Uproar. 

At the time the loan was made, 
there was dn uproar in Congress. 
Dawes had resigned in 1931 as Am- 
bassador to England to resume his 
banking affiliation in Chicago. On 
Jan. 20, 1932, President Hoover ap- 
pointed him president of the RFC. 
He resigned that post June 7 to re- 
turn to his Chicago bank. 

Former Representative La Guar- 
dia (Rep.), New York, now Mayor 
of New York City, made the first 
attack on the loan five days later. 
He charged Dawes resigned from 
the RFC because he did not wish to 
approve the loan. 

A week later, Representative Sa- 
bath (Dem:), Illinois, attacked the 

_ loan on the floor of the House. He 
said $80,000,000 had been lent to 
Dawes’ bank. 

“Thirty-two banks have closed in 
Chicago in one week, which could 
have been saved by a $10,000,000 
loan,” said Sabath then. “But one 
bank alone, controlled by the spe- 
cial favored interests, of which Mr. 
Charles Dawes was the chairman, 
obtained $80,000,000.”

Phillips could issue his proclama- 
tion announcing repeal, and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt his on taxes as soon 
as the thirty-sixth state convention 
acted. The President intended to 
proclaim the suspension of some 
of the temporary Federal taxes, in- 
cluding one-half a cent on gasoline, 
dividend and capital stock taxes 
and increased excess profits levies. 
These will be replaced by liquor 
taxes. 

Conventions to ratify repeal will 
be held in Pennsylvania, Ohio and 
Utah tomorrow at 11 a. m., noon, 
and 1 p. m., respectively, St. Louis 
time, and by 2 p. m. it is expected 
that repeal will be effective. 

Hearing on Wholesale Code. 

During the day the President’s 
committee for a Federal licensing 
of wholesale liquor dealers was 
subjected to attack by the dealers 
at a public hearing on the whole- 
sale code. 
John Driskill, executive secretary 
of the National .Wholesale Liquor 
Dealers’ Association, contended 
that the holding of a State whole- 
sale license should be sufficient 
ground for issuing immediately a 
Federal permit. 

A proposed substitute ¢lause of- 
fered by the President’s committee 
for the suggested code would re- 
quire the holding of hearings on 
requests by persons not already 
possessing Federal permits or not 
in the wholesale business at the 
time of repeal. This clause, Dris- 
kill contended, would cause months 
of delay for persons who had “pur- 
chased thousands and thousands of 
dollars’ worth of liquor” in antici- 
pation of repeal. 

The wholesalers’ representative 
declared the industry intended to 
give “whole-hearted support to 
whatever code it is forced to ac- 
cept,” but said it had many objec- 
tions. 
“It is an invasion of State rights,” 
said Driskill, “and it amounts to a 
continuation of prohibition. It is 
practically no change from the sit- 
uation of the last 13 years, and it 
is contravening the will and desire 
of the people.” 
The President's interdepartment- 
al alcohol committee is preparing 
recommendations for increases in 
levies on liquor. The present tax 
is $1.10 a gallor. With the Treas- 
ury estimating consumption in the 
first full year after repeal at 105,- 
000,000 gallons, the levy would have 
to be greatly increased to obtain 
the $500,000,000 the administration 
expects to receive in liquor reve- 
nue in that period. Indications are 
that the tax. will be doubled to 
$2.20 a gallon. The tariff on im- 
ported liquors is $5 a gallon and 
it is expected about 14,000,000 gal- 
lons will be brought in. 

16 States Ready. 
Liquor may legally be sold tomor- 
row afternoon in at least 16 states. 
The Legislatures of several other 
states are at work on bills designed 
to permit sales. 
The legal drinking status of the 
nation follows: Arizona—Only with 
meals in restaurants or ‘hotéls; in 
packages from drug, grocery and 
regular liquor stores, unlimited; 
California—Only wine and beer 
with meals; hard liquor in pack- 
ages for consumption away from 
the place of sale; Colorado—Beer 
and wines in restaurants, hotels 
and dining cars; hard liquor in 
packages for off-premises consump- 
tion; Connecticut—Beer in taverns; 
wine and beer in hotels and res- 
taurants; hard liyuor in packages; 
Delaware—No bars; hotels, restau- 
rants and clubs may sell for con. 
sumption in dining rooms, tap 


rooms and bedrooms; grocery and 
delicatessen stores to sell in pack- 
ages for consumption off premises; 
Ilinois—Unrestricted except in Chi- 
cago where local ordinance prohib- 
its drinking except at tables; Legis- 
lature ‘at work on control law; In- 
diana—Rules not yet promulgated 
by commission; Louisiana-—Any- 
thing goes; Montana—State to vend 
liquor, not yet ready with stocks; 
Nevada—Anything goes except in 
communities dry by local option; 
New Jersey—Saloons and bars un- 
der commission control; New Mex- 
ico—No bars; any firm under same 
management three years may sell; 
New York—wNo bars; drinking with 
or without meals in hotels, restau- 
rants, or on vessels and dining cars; 
licensed liquor stores, engaged in 
no other business, may sell up to 
three quarts of hard liquor or three 
gallons of wine a person; Oregon— 
Control unsettled; Pennsylvania-—- 
State takes over sale of hard liquor 
in packages on Jan.’ 2; hotels and 
restaurants may sell in meantime;

Rolph of 
California, “urged Governors Ritch- 
ie of Maryland and Park of Mis- 
souri to continue their efforts 1.0 
punish lynchers, and called for a 
fair trial of the Scottsboro defend- 
ants. | : 
Shaking her fist, the woman 
heckler toox a position at the foot 
of the platform in the great hall of 
the College of the City of New York 
and cried that New Vorkers should 
“wash their own dirty linen” before 
questioning the ac’ of citizens of 
other states. 
Charles H. Tuttle, former United 
States Attorney and chairman of 
the meeting, who had accorded the 
young woman the right to speak, 
sought to quiet her, but she turned 
upon him with: “You filthy thing.” 
Woman Assails Tuttle. 
“Throw her out,” shouted the 
crowd, but the young woman held 
her ground, frequéntly trying to in- 
terrupt the. other speakers. 
Assailing Tuttle for inaction at 
the time of the Seabury investiga- 
tion and of the Lindbergh kidnap- 
ing, he said: “Mr. Tut-Tut Tuttle 
is what your name ought to be.” 
Beyond suggesting that she be 
called “Madame X” and saying she 
was from the Middle West, she de- 
clined to identify herself. 
Speakers at the meeting included 
Bishop William T. Manning; Ber- 
nard S. Deutsch, president-elect of 
the Board of Aldermen; Dr. Freder- 
ick B. Robinson, ‘president of the 
College of the City of New York; 
Alfred J. Talley, representing Car- 
dinal Hayes; Dr. David de Sola 
Pool, rabbi of the Spanish and 
Portuguese Synagogue; and Dr. A. 
Clayton Powell, who said he repre- 
sented 12,000,000 Negroes in Amer- 
ica. 
Bishop Manning read a telegram 
which he said he had received from 
the Rev. Dr. Benjamin Gould, pas- 
tor of the First Congregational 
Church, San Jose, Cal., where the 
two kidnapers of Brooke Hurt were 
lynched. 
It said the ministers of San Jose 
and vicinity “have publicly and 
unanimously declared their emphat- 
ic condemnation of mob lawless- 
ness which resulted ir. lynching.” 
Message to San Jose. 
With the approval of the audi- 
ence, Bishop Manning sent a reply 
saying “We unqualifiedly condemn 
Gov. Rolph for the betrayal of trust 
and the incitement to mob lawless- 


fore the State of California and 
the people of the United States.” 
Duttle termed the San Jose epi- 
sode “a challenge to greater swift- 
ness, certainty and common sense 
in our administration of the crimi- 
nal law.” 

Despite recent judicial reforms, 
he said, no permanent advance 
could be made in the fight on crime 
“until we take our public prosecu- 
tors, like our Judges, out of poli- 
tics; until the political allies and 
protectors of organized crime are 
brought to the bar of justice, and

Richard W. Meade, former president 


of the People’s Motor Bus Co. of { 
St. Louis, died of heart disease at 


his home here yesterday. He was 


68 years old and had been in poor|{ 
health since leaving St. Louis in ; 


the early part of 1931. 

He was known as an authority on 
motor bus transportation and had 
operated bus systems in New York 
City, Detroit and Chicago. He be 
came president of the People’s Mo- 
tor Bus Co. in St. Louis in 1923, and 
was in charge of laying out the 
lines and developing the system. He 
resigned in February, 1931, after the 
City Utilities Co., holding company 
for the St. Louis Public Service Co., 
had purchased the bus company. 

‘Expanded System Here. 

The bus system in §t. Louis was 
greatly expanded under his man- 
agement. It was his view that- a 
properly balanced system of large 
and small busses could handle sat- 
isfactorily the entire local trans- 
portation requirements of St. Louis 
without the use of street cars. In 
support of this view he often cited 
the successful use of busses in 
London and Paris. He consistently 
opposed the use of pneumatic tires 
on double-deck busses on the 
ground that they would not be so 
safe as the solid rubber tires ckat 
were used. 

Mr. Meade was credited with hav- 


ing introduced gasoline- driven 
busses and taxicabs, and the 
first taximeter, into the Uni- 


ted States from France. It is 
said, also, that he influenced Amer- 
ican automobile manufacturers to 
place the steering wheel on the left 
side. 

After a few years in railroad 
service Mr. Meade became presi- 
dent and general manager of the 
New York Transportation Co., in 
1904. Shortly afterward he organ- 
ized the Fifth Avenue Coach Co. 
He installed busses on the Fifth 
avenue lines and there began his 
pioneer work in the development of 
bus transportation. 

Organized Detroit Company. 

In 1919 he went to Detroit where 


he organized, and for a time oper-

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ated, a bus company. He also 
operated a bus system in Chicago 
for a short time before going to St. 
Louis. He also made surveys for 
bus lines in Philadelphia and Los 
Angeles. 

He was the son of Rear Admiral 
Richard B. Meade and during the 
Spanish-Amcrican war he served 
for a short time in the navy. He 
is survived by his widow, the for- 
mer Helena Ely; a daughter, Hel- 
ena R. Meade, and two sons, Rich- 
ard W. Meade Jr. and John P. 
Meade II, a student at Kent school. 

Funeral services will be Wednes- 
day morning at St. Mark’s Church 
in Mount Kisco, followed by burial 
at Warwick, N. Y.

—An expert chemist is working 
with District Attorney T. J. Mabry 
in his investigation of the death 
of Mrs. Donalda Wickman of Den- 
ver, whose husband, Carl Wickman, 
is charged with killing her with a 
tire iron. “Preliminary tests in the 


autopsy have been completed but 
we will not know definitely about 
it until a final report is made,” 
Mabry said. 


Authorities at Vici, Ok., an- 
nounced the body of Wickman’s 
third wife, Marie Burns Wickman, 
had been exhumed and an autopsy 
revealed poison. The report empha- 
sized, however, that the poison may 
have come from embalming fluid.

ECONOMISTS DEBATE 
ROOSEVELT POLICY 


Prof. Stephens Attacks and 
Prof. Sinclair Defends 
“Managed Currency.” 


Monetary policies of the United 


States were discussed yesterday at 
the vesper hour services of the 
First Congregational Church, 6501 
Wydown boulevard, by G. W. Steph- 
ens, professor of economics at 
Washington University, and Prof. 
H. M. Sinclair, also of the univer- 
sity’s department of economics.- 
Prof. Stephens criticised the ad- 
ministration’s present policy of 
buying gold as likely to endanger 
the national credit, and Prof. Sin- 
clair defended the policy and ad- 
vocated “managed currency.” 

Prof. Stephens likened the gold- 
buying plan to “greenbackism.” 
“The Government buys gold with 
its promissory notes which are in 
amount much greater than the sta- 
tutory value of the gold,” he said. 
“The difference between th statu- 
tory value and what the Govern- 
ment promises to pay represents an 
inflationary use of Government 
credit, just as did the issues of 
greenbacks, and if carried to great 
extent, particularly in conjunction 
with large borrowing, may lead to 
a breakdown of Government cred- 
1” . 

It was a fallacy to attribute the 
economic ills of the country to the 
gold standard, Prof. Stephens said. 
He declared the gold standard just 
as necessary in the field of money 
as are the yard _ stick and the 
bushel measure in trade and in- 
dustry. : 

He asserted the Government 
could not legislate value, or pur- 
chasing power, into the dollar ak 
though it might fix or change the 
amount of gold that would be called 
a dollar. 

“The value of gold is automatic,” 
Prof. Stephens said, “and not sub- 
ject to tampering with by any leg- 
islative body. The burden of proof 
rests with the attackers of the gold 
standard to submit a substitute 
plan having the constant feature of 
gold without other objections. Those 
who argue that the all quantity 
of the metal precludes its universal 
use are reminded that 90 per cent 
of all business is transacted by 
checks, gold forming a reserve for 
the credit thus established.”

Representatives of downtown 
business interests met today with 
the Municipal Bridge Commission, 
Mayor Dickmann and City Coun- 


selor Hay being present, to inquire 
when the city could carry out its 
plan for opening Eads Bridge high- 
way to traffic, free, or on the same 
basis of charge as the Municipal 
Bridge. 

It was decided to hold another 
meeting at 10 a.m. Thursday, 
which Henry Miller, president of 
the Terminal Association, will be 
asked to attend. 

The ordinance for exchange of 
bridge uses, enacted about four 
years ago, provided that the Ter- 
minal Association should advance 
the cost of five approaches to the 
Municipal Bridge; that the city 
should repay these advances in 
remitted tolls for railroad use of 
the bridge, and that out of the ex- 
cess of tolls over payments, the city 
should pay $140,000 for use of the 
upper deck of Eads Bridge as a 
free highway for pleasure vehicles, 
or $200,000 if commercial vehicles 
were included. 

The Terminal advanced about 
$1,370,000 up to 14 months ago, then 
announced that it could not make 
further advances. A loan was 
sought from the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation, and a $700,000 
loan was promised, but has not 
been made. 

Under the present understanding 
with the Terminal, the Terminal 
would guarantee only $100,000 a 
year tolls on the Municipal Bridge, 
a sum insufficient to enable the 
city to carry out the arrangement 
for leasing Eads Bridge. Members 
of the Progress Council, interested 
in downtown realty and desiring 
the Eads Bridge highway opened, 
inquired of the Mayor and City 
Counselor whether legal steps could 
be taken to re-establish the former 
agreement with the Terminal, and 
put the bridge exchange program 
in operation. 

Some of the business men sug- 
gested a “showdown” to see wheth- 
er the city still had a contract with 
the Terminal which could be en- 
forced, and which would guarantee 
sufficient tolls from the Municipal 
Bridge to meet the cost of leasing 
Eads Bridge. Those attending the 
meeting were Ralph Weil, J. M. 
Robertson, Morton May and Walter 
B. Weisenburger, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce. Weisen- 
burger said he was not officially 
representing the chamber in the 
matter.

DISTRIBUTION OF TOYS 
T0 JOBLESS BEGUN 


21,000 New and Renovated 
Playthings to Be Given Out 
at Old Courthouse. 


The distribution of 21,000 new 
and renovated Christmas toys to 
unemployed families on the city’s 
relief rolls began today at the Toy 
Shop Guild in the Old Court-house. 
The guild is sponsored by the Board 
of Religious Organizations. 


Fire Chief O’Boyle, whose men 
did the major share of the reno- 
vating, and Director of Publio 
Safety Chadsey were on hand to 
make the first presentation, which 
went to a mother of seven children. 
She received two toys for each 
child and one large velocipede for 
use by all the children. 

Every family in which there are 
more than five children gets one 
of the large toys. The mother or 
father must call for the toys. They 
are then wrapped in plain paper 
30 they can be stored away until 
Christmas. About 13,000 children 
will receive toys and. members of 
the guild must take care of 10 fam- 
ilies every 15 minutes during the 
two weeks of distribution. 

This is the third year that the 
guild has been in operation. Its 
members began collecting old and 
broken toys just two weeks after 
last Christmas. Since then the re- 
pairing and refurnishing process 
has been going on. The firemen are 
especially good at re-rubbering the 
dolls, at putting in dolls’ eyes and 
at repairing the large and mechani- 
cal toys. 

The guild members dress most of 


'the dolls and paint hair on them if 


necessary. New dolls are donated 
by church societies. For children 
under two years there are “cuddley 
toys,” which are mostly stuffed ¢an- 
imals made out of brightly colored 
oilcloth or sawdust dolls. 

Mrs. Norman Brown is president 
of the Board of Religious Organiza- 
tions, a non-denominational welfare 
group, and Mrs. Arthur Wright is 
head of the Toy Shop Guild.

Mr. Legge’s name was on 
the list of eligibles—but Baruch had 
never heard of him. 

“There’s your man,” said an as- 
sistant. “He knows Europe, he 
knows human nature, is a shrewd 
trader and straight as a die. He is 
an unbeatable fighter and has a 
rare combination of talent for lead- 
ership and gentleness.” 
In managing the

One of the stories told about 
those strenuous days in Washington 
is that a diplomatic representative 
of an allied Power one day called 
on him to demand, with vigorous 
language and impassioned gestures, 
that his country be given priority 
in the matter of guns and muni- 
tions. Mr. Legge heard him in si- 
lence. When the envoy had stopped 
talking he said: 

“If you will tell me when that 
blankety-blank army of yours is go- 
ing to stop running I can tell you 
when we will be able to get muni- 
tions to it.” 

He spoke his mind to all. He did 
not mince words. When the Senate 
Agriculture Committee was consid- 
ering his nomination to the Farm 
Board he told the members; 

“I am not @ seeker of the job. I 
am not even a volunteer. You can’t 
hurt my feelings by sending me 
home. That is perfectly all right 
and TI am perfectly willing that you 
should. But I do think that I know 
more farmers personally than any 
of you.” 

His wife died in 1924. He then 
turned his estate at Hinsdale, 15 
miles west.of Chicago, into the 
Katherine Legge Memorial, a rest 
retreat for women workers in the 
harvester plant.

HOLDS FLORIDA 
RULING DOES NOT 
~ AFFECT THE NRA 


Richberg Says Only Method 
of Administering Measure 
Is_ Involved in Federal 
Court Decision. .

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4—NRA 
officials say they are not disturbed 
by the opinion of a Federal Judge 
that the Constitution does not per- 
mit enforcement of national code 
terms on local industries. 

Donald R. Richberg, general 
counsel of the Recovery Administra- 
tion, said undue importance had 
been attached to the opinion hand- 
ed down by Judge Alexander Aker- 
man in Tampa. Richberg said the 
Judge’s ruling was on a minor 
point and that his opinion on gen- 
eral application of the law did not 
have the force of a court decision. 

The NRA program will be to. 
maintain the position that unem- 
ployment, poor pay and _ chaotic 
conditions in local trade are crea- 
ting havoc’in interstate commerce, 
that industrial well-being in the 
latter cannot be restored without 
regulation of the former, and that 
therefore Congress did hdve the 
power to provide for such regula- 
tion. 

In the Tampa case, dry cleaners 
of St. Petersburg, Fla., had sought 
a restraining order against a com- 
petitor who refused to charge the 
minimum prices for cleaning estab- 
lished for that city under the code 
for the industry. The Judge denied 
the order. 

The NRA has cited more than 
100 cleaners from various parts of 
the country, who are_ similarly 
charged with disregarding mini- 
mums, to justify their action at a 
public hearing here starting Dec. 
11, or be prepared to face prosecu- 
tion. In these cases, however, NRA 
has a further legal weapon. Many 
of the cleaners complained against 
have been displaying the Blue Ea- 
gle. The agreement that goes with 
it is regarded as legally binding its 
signers to the code for their indus- 
try once it is promulgated. They 
have the right to plead for excép- 
tion from‘ its terms, but, failing to 
do so, are regarded as voluntary 
subscribers to the code. That, in 
NRA’c legal theory, binds them to 
abide or suffer penalties as viola- 
tors. 

Richberg’s statement follows: 

“The decision on application of a 
private individual for an injunc-’ 
tian cannot be regarded as an im- 
portant determination of the valid- 
ity of the recovery act. 

“This particular decision of a 
Federal Judge was based, first, 
upon a denial of the right of an 
individual to seek an injunction 
which the law specifically conferred 
on the District Attorney, and, sec- 
ond, the statement as to the ap- 
plication of the law to local busi- 
ness is not based on a finding of 
fact after hearing evidence as t 
whet..er the local business did or 
did not affect interstate commerce. 

“The recovery act as a whole is 
undoubtedly constitutional. This 
is the prevailing opinion among all 
competent legal authorities, and 
any determination that a particular 
method of administering the act 
is invalid would not affect the gen- 
eral administration of the act.” 

Judge Akerman’s decision drew 
comment from Republican quarters. 
Senator Dickinson (Rep.), Iowa, 
said: “I concur in the decision ab- 
solutely, and think it will have a 
far-reaching effect on the NRA 
program. I am very anxious for it 
to get to the Supreme Court.” 
Representative Beck (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, said: “The greater 
part of the industrial activities of 
the nation which now are sought 
to be regulated by nationwide 
codes are in fact wholly intrastate, 
and the importance of this decision 
is that the Federal Government has 
no constitutional power to regulate 
an industry whose operations are 
wholly within a State.” :

Recovery and the Pioneer Spirit. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


HERE is a profound moral problem 
involved in our material recovery 
that someone ought to raise; I mean, 
besides preachers. For we have come 
to one of those epochal crises in human 
history where political strategy that is 
not informed by a deep sense of the 
rightness of justice and truth is a form 
‘ of national suicide. If it be true that 
there can be no recovery from the de- 
pression without courage and patient la- 
bor and teamwork, it is still more true 
that there can be no permanent recovery 
without willing sacrifice. And this must 
first be willed; that is, it must be an ex- 


pression of worthy character. 


It is said that adversity reveals char- 

. acter more truly than prosperity; but 
- what have four long years of hardship 
revealed in the United States beyond the 
lusty scramble for favor, for the preser- 
vation of special privileges, for change 

‘ and experiment—these, and the patience 
ef the poor? Yet even the poor are not 
relieved from the law of justice, even of 
paying for national wrongs. The reli- 
ance of the American people upon polit- 
ical leadership, almost blindly chosen in 
an unflattering reversal of national opin- 
ion—such blind trust is not merely pa- 


thetic, but is positively dangerous.

For this depression has gone so far 
and is so involved in nature, and the in- 
justices which in large part produced it 
were so universally accepted, that only 
the people themselves, acting together 
and upon better motives than were shown 
either in '28 or '32, can overcome the 
evils and usher in a better day.

If it takes the testimony of the physician to make 
a jack-leg lawyer’s case—and it frequently does— 
physicians with principle owe it to themselves as 
well as to society to co-operate in reform efforts. 
‘These two professions are bound close together, 
as Justice Cardozo of tle United States Supreme 
Court observed in his memorable address to the New 
York Academy of Medicine several years ago. There 
is much that they should be doing together to ad- 
vance the public welfare, and chief among these 
things is ridding their ranks of unsocial membems. 
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SANTAYANA AT 70. 
How many writers of our time will survive the 
test of the years no one knows, but we may be cer- 
tain that George Santayana will be one of them. 
Born in Madrid, educated at Harvard, whose faculty 
he adorned for many years, and now a resident of the 
world at large, he has written some of the most beau- 
tiful and provocative prose in the first third of this 
century. He has a quality which makes sentences 
essays in themselves. Witness these: “Fanaticism 
consists in redoubling your effort when you have lost 
your aim.” “A man’s feet must be planted in his 
country, but his eyes should survey the world.” 
“Morality too often puts up with being a constraint.” 
“Man is as full of potentiality as he is of impotence.” 
“To discern causes is to turn vision into knowledge 
and motion into action.” “Those who cannot remem- 
ber the past are condemned to repeat it.” 
At 70, Santayana is still at work—only recent- 
ly he published a new book of essays, “Turns of 
Thought.” Yet relatively few Americans know his- 
finely-wrought compositions. This, we can be sure, 
does not disturb him. He knows, as he wrote nearly 
30 years ago, in “The Life of Reason,” that fame, 
as a noble mind conceives it, consists not in a mon- 
ument or a biography, but in the perpetual rejuve- 
nation of a man’s soul in the world. Schopenhauer 
said that a philosopher’s renown is more distin- 
guished for its length then for its breadth, and so it 
will be with Santayana. 


DRIVERS’ LIABILITY IN PENNSYLVANIA. 
There are frequent instances where personal injury 
or property damage has been caused by a reckless 
auto driver who proved to be unable to pay his 
victim’s claims. Pennsylvania is attacking this prob- 
lem by an amendment to its drivers’ license law. 
The new measure, effective next Jan. 1, provides 
that a motorist must prove financial responsibility 
if he has been involved in two or more accidents 
within the previous year, if his license has been re- 


azainst him for accident claims. Thé amounts re- 
quired are: $5000 for injury-to one person, $10,000 
for injury to two or more persons, $1000 for property 
damage. 

While Pennsylvania’s measure is a step in the 
right direction, it does not go so far as that of 
Massachusetts, where liability insurance is required 
of all drivers before licenses are issued. The Penn- 
sylvania law will not penalize careful and respon- 
sible drivers for the offenses of the reckless and 
irresponsible minority, but will not cover all acci- 
dents, as in Massachusetts. Whichever measure is 
the better, Missouri should watch their results with 
interest. This State has not even a drivers’ license 
measure, which would materially reduce miotor acci- 
dents, with or without the liability feature. Mis- 
souri ranks behind more than half of the States, 
which have found that such laws protect the public 
from the reckless motorist and reduce the toll of 
fatalities, injuries and property damage. When will 
the Legislature act?

Borrowing Billions for Recovery 


How Government hopes to get back the billions being spent on recovery program is 
explained by Prof. Tugwell; money is a dividend-paying investment to restore eco- 
nomic health, says Roosevelt adviser; U. S. to “pay debts out of profits it will make 
by spending now,” he adds; cost of fight on depression still far below that of war. 


N a recent trip in the West, I encoun- 
tered several keen business men who 
frankly told me of their fears for the 
program of national recovery. 

“The Government is spending billions of 
dollars of borrowed money,” 
“spending so much that the 
grasp the vastness of the sum. I’d like to 
know how this terrific debt will De paid.” 

Another, honestly pessimistic, said, “We'll 
come out of these recovery experiments with 
- the greatest national debt the nation ever 
owed. There is no way to pay it off, and 
we're headed for bankruptcy.” 

I rejoined, “You must know why the Gov- 
ernment is going into debt to understand 
how the bill will be paid.” 

“What does that mean?” one asked. 

“It means that the country as a whole 
will pay its debt out of the profits it will 
make by spending now the money it is

They were confused. “How can a nation 
make a profit by spending money it hasn’t 
got?” they asked. 

And this, of course, was the real question 
in the catechism. When I answer that, as 
I now intend to do, it will be understood 
how the recovery debt will be paid. 


In ordinary times, the nation could not 
make a profit by having its Government 
It is only because of 
the breakdown in our economic machine 
that such action is not only possible but 
positively necessary. 

Few people realize how completely our 
economic machine was paralyzed last win- 
ter. The national inco. 3 of all our people in 
1928, and again in 1929, was more than 80 
But last year, 
national income was only 40 billions, a 50 
per cent reduction, Any business whose 
earnings drop 50 per cent has been dealt a 
terrific blow. Our national machinery was 
operating on but two cylinders. 
11,000,000 men were out of work. 

When a business man has a delivery truck 
which runs on only two cylinders, the first 
thing he does—if the truck has future use- 
fulness—is to have it repaired. He knows 
that the future saving to be gained by put- 
ting it in first-class running condition will 
more than offset the repair cost. 

So it is with our national business ma- 
chine. If we can spend five billion dollars 
and make our economic machine operate so 
that we can turn our national income back 
toward 80 billions a year, instead of 40, the 
costs will be more than offset; our nation 
will profit 40 billions a year.

The revival meant, more than any one 
thing, an increase in consumers’ incomes, 
for it was the strangulation of this purchas- 
ing power which had slowed down our na- 
tional machine. Now, in our economy, the 
task of giving our people work and purchas- 
ing power had always been the responsibili- 
ty of industry. But industry closed down 
when there was no profit in operating. So 
the Government has taken over the task. 

* . 

To recreate buying power among factory 
workers and farmers, some five billion dol- 
lars are being spent as fast as needed. The 
Government HAD to go into debt that 
much. There was no other way to start the 
economic machine functioning again and, in 
the meantime, keep our citizens from hun- 
ger and cold. But in assuming this tremen- 
dous debt, the Government has carefully 
planned its expenditures, and it has definite 
ideas about getting back the money spent 
for recovery. There is evidence of this in 
the tax program of the last Congress and 
in other figures. 

Most of the expenditures for recovery are 
already either specifically provided for by 
taxes or are loans which legitimately must 
be repaid. For example, the farm adjust- 
ment program is to be paid for by taxes on 
the processing of farm products; These 
taxes are now being collected. Farm credits 
are loans to the farmers, not gifts. The 
same holds true of advances to home own- 
ers, to states and municipalities from public 
works funds, and to banks and insurance 
companies by the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation. The carrying charges on these 
loans have been provided for through taxes. 
This is true even of the NRA program, in- 
cluding the $3,300,000,000 public works fund, 

* 


It will immediately be said that the farm- 
er, the home owner, and the other borrow- 
ers cannot repay these loans unless better 
times come as a consequence of the recov- 
ery measures, This is quite true. But from 
actual figures now at hand, we see clear in- 
dications of a movement toward restoration. 

Approximately seven billion dollars may 
be spent this year. This is a staggering 
sum. It means that every time your watch 
ticks off a second, the. Government has 
spent $200. 

Great as the expenditure is, however, the 
debt will be repaid quickly and easily if the 
recovery measures are successful. Govern- 
ment taxes come out of the national income, 
Double that income, as we expect the re- 
covery efforts eventually to do, and the 
Government revenues, without increase in 
the present rate of taxation, will also dou- 
ble. And out of the 40 billions’ increase, the 
one-eighth spent for recovery will hardly be 
noticed.

“Every statement here is conditioned on re- 
covery. As I see it, if the recovery measures 
fail, we'll be bankrupt.”

WARNING TO U. S. 
COURTS IN STATE 
RATE-MAKING CASE 
Continued From Page One. 


ing State rates should be cautious- 
ly exercised. The practical effect 
of a denial of relief unless the 
plaintiff will submit to a rate, the 
reasonableness of which he chal- 
lenges, is to make the surrender of 
the right to invoke a_ distinctly 
State legislative function the price 
of justice in the Federal courts. 
The practice would tend to curtail 
the exercise of that function by ac- 
tion of a court which is itself with- 
out authority either to exercise it 
or to prevent the State from doing 
so. Such interference with the leg- 
islative function is not a proper ex- 
ercise of the discretionary powers 
of a Federal court of equity. 
“Here the rate-making body, the 
Railroad Commission, is free to per- 
form its function of fixing a just 
and reasonable rate, as soon as the 
confiscatory rate is enjoined. The 
rights of the parties are fully pro- 
tected both by the provisions of a 
rfanchise contract and the order 
of the commission in the proceed- 
ing brought to fix the rate, not yet 
terminated, requiring collections by 
appellant in excess of the 50 cent 
rate should be impounded with the 
custodian. The condition imposed 
here was not calculated to protect 
the rights of the parties pending 
an appeal and further action by 
the rate-making body. Compliance 
with it would have involved a sur- 
render of rights asserted by ap- 
pellants to the’ funds impounded 
during a period of more than five 
years. It would have made impos 
sible any court review of the con- 
dition, by appeal or otherwise.
